TUPPER ON FEDERATION. 

Loypon, April 1.—Sir Charles Tupper re- 
plies in the Nineteenth Century to the criticisms 
of the Imperial Federation scheme. He re- 
affirms the necessity of the colonial agents 
having free contact with the members of the 
Imperial Cabinet and warmly defends Canada 
from the aspersions cast upon her by 
those who declare that she is not 
now taking a fair share of the 
burdens of the Empire. Sir 
Charles elaborates the plan of preferential 
trade throughout the Empire. He denies that 
the United States can further retaliate to the 
lasting injury of Canada, and says the Re- 
public already does its worst commercially 
against Canada and England.

How far he has 
got in his work of treachery and espionage ig 
not known, except that no doubt is enter- 
tained that he has sold a plan of the Malta 
and Goro defenses to France.

One-halt of one house, that of Henry Pope, 
was carried along inthe track of the storm 
nearly an eighth of a mile with the contents 
and Mrs, Pope and two children. Fortun- 
ately, however,the family escaped uninjured. 

Miss Mary Braman, Assistant Principal of 
the Nelson High School, was seriously hurt. 
As the storm wasapproaching she took refuge 
in the cellar of her house, and, thinking that 
the worst was over, she came up, and before 
she could get back the storm completely 
demolished her house, badly brusing her, 
breaking her leg and several ribs. 

The devastation throughout the State is 
widespread. In addition to the ruin in Nelson 
the town of Edgar in Clay i is also said 
to be damaged. The depot was blown down 
and two men killed.

The heaviest of the storm was 
at Nelson. Kan., the last report we had. The 
storm will pass over lowa about 500 miles 
north of here. The worst gales, however, 
occur from 200 to 600 miles 
south of the center of a 
storm, That held true in the Louisville tar- 
nado. The center of the storm was at 
Springfield about 400 miles north. We are just 
in the section to expect severe gales, I have a 
dispatch from Amarillo, Tex., stating that 
the wind there is blowing at the rate of 
seventy-two miles an hour. I expect that 
we will have ‘wind here to-night at least fifty 
miles an hour. 

»The gales occur as the wind changes and 
may come from either direction, 
A tornado always gives warning, 
however, ke a rattlesnake, 
The humming ofa tornado can be heard for 
fifteen minutes before the tornado comes, 
While I do not predict a tornado to-night, al- 
most anything may be expected. 


Four Men Injured. 


During the high wind at 1:15 this afternoon 
a wall in the rear of Kotte & Stef. 
fen’s furniture store at No. 1540 
South Broadway was blown down 
and four men injured. The store was 
being enlarged andthe wall which fell was 
being erected in the rear of the building and 
stood alone some distance from the store 
proper. The men injured were workmen 
at work on the wall and it was blown 
over on them. They were partly buried be- 
neath the wreck, but the men employed in 
the store hastened to their rescue and 
extricated them. One of the men, Henry 
Luick, a carpenter, received injuries which 
are almost certain to prove fatal. 
He was badly bruised and cut 
and also hurt internally. Luick 
was removed toa neighboring drug store and 
an ambulance telephoned for, but it did not 
arrive until 8 o’clock, the injured 
man is 35 years of age, married 
and resides at Seventh street and Geyer 
avenue. Emil Schmidt, a carpenter 30 years 
of age and married, was cut and 
bruised about the body, but his in- 
juries are not considered dangerous. He 
is married, and resides at No. 818 Ann ave- 
nue. Theodore Peiper, a laborer, 8 years of 
age, living at No. 2628 Second Carondelet ave- 
nue, was cut about the head and body, 
His injuries are not considered 
dangerous either. John Hensel was hurt 
about the head and face, but not 
seriously. He is a laborer, 40 
years of age, and residés at 
No. 1866 South Twelfth street. Sergt. O’Don- 
nelland a squad of police arrived shortly 
after the accident and rendered valuable as- 
sistance in caring for the injured.

REVOLUTIONARY FORCES ROUTED B 
PRESIDENT PALACIO. 


Ex-Dictator Guzman Blanco Nota Factor 
inthe Rebellion—The Soldiers Poorly 
Equipped for Battle—The Enda of the 
Revolutionary Movement Not Reach- 
ed—People and Government. 


New Tonk, April 1.—A correspondent at 
Caracas, the capital of Venezuela, cables: 
The greatest excitement is reported at an 
the Venezuelean ports, which are filled with 
refagees from this city and interior of the 
country, The fugitives are all endeavoring to 
secure passage out on the steamers. 
The account of the first battle between the 
Government troops and the insurgent forces 
is confirmed. It resulted in the triumph of 
President Palacio’s army, but the victory was 
a dear one to the Government, costing it 
many lives. The regular troops were led into 
a trap, which was skilfully laid, by 300 revo- 
Jutionists, When Palacio’s. men discovered 
he ruse they were in the power of the enemy. 
The Government troops beat a retreat in 
quick order. The number of dead and 
wounded has not been learned. The nafional 
forces withdrew beyond Valencia to await 
further reinforcements from the States of 
Lara, Samora, Andes and Falcon. 
In official circles, a strong anti-American 
feeling is apparent. Many foreigners are 
seeking refuge in the different consulates. 
Exchange is rapidly rising. 
Advices have just been received here that 
additional skirmishes have taken place be- 
tween the government and the Insurgents, 
and that the former have been victorious all 
along the line. The revolutionists are said 
to be in full fight onthe road leading from 
Valencia. Gen. Orespo’s (who leads the rev- 
olutionists) forces are said to be completely 
disorganizedand panicstricken and Crespo 
himself is reported to be fleeing on horseback 
toward Guanos. It must be remembered that 
all these rumors are coming from official 
sources. 

THE REBEL SIDE. 

The Insurgent side hass different story to 
tell. Among the many persons who have 
temporarily left Venezuela is a wealthy Cara- 
cas planter who is a stanch friend ofthe In- 
surgent cause. Just before his departure he 
spoke to the correspondent very freely on the 
state of affairs in the republic. He said that 
his only object in leaving the country was to 
take his family out of danger. He will ac- 
company them as faras Panama, and secure 
their safe conduct into Peru, where they will 
remain until the revolution is over. He think 
the struggle might last for five or six months, 
as the Government and the revoiutionists 
were both well supplied with funds and arms. 
So convinced was he of the ultimate triumph 
ofthe insurgents that he announced nis 
intention of returning to Venezuela as soon 
as he parted from his family. He will yes 
to pass the lines and join Gen. Crespo in the 
interior. 

The ex-Dictator Guzman Blanco, it ap- 
pears, has no connection with the revolt nor 
could he bave, for the uprisingagainst Pa- 
lacio is onthe same grounds as the move- 
ment Which led to the expulsion of Blanco, 
viz: Attempting to maintain a dictatorship, 
suppression of free expression ofthe peo- 
ple’s will and intimidation of his outspoken 
critics. The question at stake, he added, 18 
purely one of State sovereignty vs. central- 
ization. Attemptsto prevent the organiza- 
tion of the two houses of Congress followed, 
andthis was the immediate cause of the re- 
volt which burstforth with great sudden- 
hess, and thefirst battle was fought soon 
afterward near Caracas, 

f Gen. Crespo's soldiers. had been better 
armed at that time, it is clalmed, the in- 
surgents’ partial victory over the Govern- 
ment in that engagement could have been 
followed up by Crespo’s advance upon the 
Capitol, which he would in all probability 
have captured, 

Over half of his men, however, carried only 
matchetes. The others had scarcely a dozen 
rounds of ammunition. It was deemed best, 
therefore, to withdraw in the direction ef 
MS pay aa so as. to be nearer the base of sup- 
plies. 

Arms and ammunition have recently been 
sent over from Curaco, and inspite of the 
Government’s guard along the coast have 
been safely landed and put in the hands of 
the Insurgents, who, now that they are well

PEOPLE AND GOVERNMENT. 

Venezuela has a population of something 
Over 2,000,000, and the government embraces 
eight states besides the federal district and 
eight territories. Of the population about 
17,000 are whites, 50,000 Indians, and the re- 
mainder are a mixture of Spaniards; Indians 
and negroes. The national language is Span- 
ish. There are about 40,000 foreign residents 
in the country. The army is poorly equipped. 
Gen, Crespo, who heads the ro- 
volt against President Palacio has a 
military record and fought in ali the recent 
civil wars of the Republic. He is an aspirant 
tothe presidency. The plan of electing a 
President of Venezeula is somewhat different 
from that of other South American countries. 
The Federal Council is composed of seventeen 
members and is chosen by Congress every ten 
years. Thts election ot the Federal 
Council takes place in the first and 
third year of each term of office of the 
legislative body and within the first ff- 
teen days of its meeting. From its own mem 
bers the Federal Council elects the person 
who for the next two years, is to be the Presi- 
dent of the Republic. Members of the Fed 
eral Council remain in office for two years as 
does the President of the United States of 
Venezuela, and the same person who holds 
the last named post cannot be re-elected for 
the term immediately following. Thus, at 
present, runs the constitution of Venezuela. 

Accordingly the Federal Conneil should 
have been organized anda President elected 
already; but, up to thistime this bas not 
occured. It is true that on Feb. 0 the 
chambers of Senators and Deputies met and 
that Dr. Maunoz Tevar and Casanas were 
respectively elected directors thereof, but 
the Senators were not long in closing their 
doors, while the Depuuties continued to 
meet until March, when the opposition 
members left the Chamber ina . 
which time no — has been held, 
there any likelihood of such occurring. 

The result has been that the Congress has 
not assembied, no Federal Council has been 
chosen, and hence the non-election of a Pres-. 
ident of the Republic. In these circumstances 
Dr. Andueza Palacio retains the reins of 
office. The legislative bodies have not exer- 
cised their legal functions because the neces- 
— quorum could not de got together in the 

nate. :

Singleton is lying seriously lll at his home 
in thiscity. Gen. Singleton was born at the 
family country seat near Winchester, Va., 
Si years ago. In 1884, he married a Kentucky 
lady and moved to Mount Ster- 
ling, II., then a wilderness which 
the Indians had just left. He studied 
medicineand began to practice there, but 
the sparse settlements of the locality caused 
him to give up medicine and study law. He 
was successful in law and won the celebrated 
libel case of Morrison vs. Brooks of the 
Quincy Herald, in which it was regarded a 
foregone conclusion that large damages 
would be awarded. | 

Gen. Singleton served two terms in Con- 
gress and went to Riehmond at the instance 
of President Lincoln to confer with Jefferson 
Davis just before the close of the war. He 
was also president of the St. Louis & Wabash 
Railroad and was the owner of Silverheel, the 
biggest horse in the country in his time.

Thomas Summers’ Awful Death—A School 
Boy Injured—Other Items. 


Thomas Summers, aged 14, was almost instantly 
killed at the Nelson-Morris Dressed Beef Works at 
the National Stock Yards at 11 4, m. to-day. He was 
caught by a rapidly moving beit, carried to the ceil- 
ing and dropped 25 feet to the floor, dead. 
The belt dashed him against the cell- 
ing with terrible force, and he was then 


crushed between the pulley wheel and the wood- 
work. left side was frightfully crushed. the 
fiesh being tora from the bones.

He Denies That He Got the Boodle Which

Will Internal Revenue Collector Charles F. 
Wenneker be removed? 

This is what the Republican politicians are 
asking to-day. Advices from Washington 
go to show that an investigation of 
the Tarif Debating Ciub organized 
by bis employes has deen under 
way for some time and reports 
have it that his official scalp ig about to be 
taken. Ashas been explained in the Posr- 
DisPaTcH the Tariff!’ Debating Club was or- 
ganized by Ohief Clerk Wiesehahn and others 
employed in Collector Wenneker’s office. The 
club sent out notices toa number of Federal 
employes notifying them that they 
had deen elected members and ask 
ing them to remit $6 apiece, representing 
$5 for initiation and $1 for a month’s dues. 
Oo aints were made that this was as les 
of political blackmail and the revenue officers 
instituted an investigation, which it appears 
has led up to the recommendation of the 
Treasury Department for Wenneker’s re- 
moval. The money raised by the club, it has 
been claimed, was given to Boss Filley 
for his campaign work. Filley and Wenneker 
are close friends, despite the latter’s connec- 
tion with the fJarrison’ administra- 
tion. When the administration work- 
ers tried to suppress Filley at 
the Sedalia Convention of the State 
League, Wenneker was on hand tohelp ‘‘de 
ole man’’ and gave him considerable assist- 
ance in routing the Harrison leaders. Wen- 
neker’s friends claim that the 
war now being made on him is the 
result of that celebrated conyention and the 
help he gave the National Committeeman for 
Missouri. Wenneker himself says that his 
political enemies have taken advantage of a 
very small affair to get him in trouble with 
the Washington end of the Administration. 

FILLEY’S DENIAL. 

Thereport that Filley received the money 
colleeted for initiations and dues from the

STRIKERS HOLD A BIG MERTING AT 
UNION HALL, 


In Their Absence and With Police Pro- 
tection Non-Union Men Go to Work 
The Idlewild Gete Awayand the Fer“ 
guson Unloads—Names of Other Boats

At 6:30 o’clock this morning Assistant Chief 
of Police visiteg the Leyee front ac- 
companied by Officers Dotgman and Fagin to 
survey the scene ofthe river strike and to 
map out to-day’s disposition ot police along 
the river.

THE STRIKERS’ MEETING, 

Under these arrangements the second day 
of the river strike passed without any inei 
dents of special note. Indeed, the Levee 
presented a Sunday appearance, for at 9 
o'clock the strikers left it and went to Union 
Hall, Eleventh and Lucas avenue, where an 
enthusiastic meeting was held which 
lasted all the forenoon. There was 
no special business to transact, 
because ihe various packet companies 
steadily declined to entertain the propo- 
sitions of the strikers’ Grievance Committee, 
but speeches were made and the work of re- 
cruiting continued. Meanwhile, on the 
Levee, there Was more business done than 
had marked the firstday of the strike, and 
without any attempt at interference by the

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ASURPLICED CHOIR FESTIVAL. 


Episcopalian Choirs to Inauguratea New 
Feature—Religious News. 


The organist of Christ Church Cathedral, 
Mr. J. H. Darby, contemplates hoiding a 
church choir festival early in May at the 


Cathedral. The idea is a new one in this city 
and is being widely discussed by the members 
of the various ge om church choirs. 
All the veste choirs in the city 
will be invited to take part. The occasion 
will be a novel feature in musical circles. It 
isthe intention to make the festival 
picturesque as well as a musicalevent, The 
choir boys, attired in their snowy robes, 
will march through the church singing 
their anthems, and afterwards will be 
massed inthe chancel underneath the lofty 
organ. The combined chorus of men, boys 
and ladies from the different Episcopalian 
churches in the city will be very largein num- 
ber and will beable to render the chants with 
telling effect. 

No steps have been taken as yet to arrange 
a programme, the choirs being busy rehears- 
ing music for holy week and Easter Sunday, 
As soon as this work is completed the pro- 
gramme will be mapped out and the work of 
active rehearsing begun. Choir festivals are 
a recognized feature in Episcopal Churches 
in the Kast and in England, where the cus- 
tom originated. They are always looked 
upon as great miusical events.

The long looked for erection of the new 
college church on Grand and Lindell avenues 
is one of the important church events ofthe 
near future.

with quoin pieces of Indiana blue stone. Bids 
are now out for the stone work, and when 
the contracts are let building operations will 
begin at once. It is expected that the work 
will be well under way by May 1. 

Mr. Henry R. Switzer, the well-known ar- 
chitect, has carried out the ideas of the 
late Thomas Walsh in completing the plans. 
The style of architecture will be pure Gothic. 
The interior of the church is over two hun- 
dred feet deep and sixteen marble pillars 
support the superstructure. To the right of 
the entrance on Grand avenue is the room 
which leads to the tower, tothe left is the 
baptistry. Fourteen contessionals are sunk 
in the very walls of the church, and above 
them is what is called the monks’ gal- 
lery. The main altar is elevated toa consid: 
erab.e distance above the floor of the church, 
and smaller altars are on each side of it. The 
building will be the finest ecclesiastica 
structure in the West, and will add to the 
city’s main boulevard the beauty of the 
Gothic school of RARER —
